FRANK GRADE ON TRIAL

FOR MURDERING HIS NINE-YEAR.OLD
STEPDAUGHTER.

A Witness Testifies That He Tried to K!ll
Hin Wife With a Hatchet—A Plea of In-
sanity Wil be Eptsred — Othor Court
Matirrs,

The trial of Frank Grade for the killing
of his O-yvear-old stepdaughter, Apmie
Hafers, at her home on Shady avenue, Alle-
gheny, March 15, was taken up in Criminal
Court before Judge Mapgee yesterdav. The
defendant is represented by J. C. Decken,
Esq., while District Attorney Johnston is
conducting the case for the Commonwealth.
The latter asked for a first degree verdiet,

Stewart Hamilton, torokey st the Allee
gheny lockup, testified that when the pris-
orer was brought to the lockup he was ina
very excited condition a had to be
strapped to s bed. The witness asked him
how he killed the child, and the prisoner firss
stated that be strock it with a hatohet, bat aft-
erward said that he knocked her hend against
the foot of the erndle; he also said that his
pead was whirling and he couidn’t tell how he
did . Detective Thomas Johnson corrobor-
ated the statement of the previons witness,

Dr. J. Guy McCandless testified to having
found u wound 4 inches long on the back of the
head and reaching into the skull. oTe WiS &
contused wound on the forehead. Onthe chest
the flesh was all bruised and the thirda and
fourth ribs on the right side broken. The abdo-
men was also badiy . Any of the
wounds he thought wonld caunse death. The
ent on the back of the head could have been
produced by a knife.

Maggie Dongler stated that she llved next
door to the Grade family. About two weeks
before the murder she saw Mrs. Grade stand.
ing at the window mnd she heard loud words,
She then saw Mrs Grade runmi from the
bouse and her busband after ber with a
hatehet. The wife ran fnto a shed and escaped.
Mrs, Grade was cryiog and informed the wit.
ness that she wanted to get a divorce from her
busband,

working, honest ciuzon. About two

priconer’s house us ho was afrald to go himsolf,
